Every time it rains, water that can’t soak into the ground flows into storm drains and ditches. This is called stormwater runoff.
Along the way, the runoff picks up pollutants such as oil, lawn chemicals, trash, and soil. T hese pollutants go into the storm drain and
dump into our lakes and streams -- some of the same lakes and streams that provide us with water to drink. The City’s Water

Resources Department works hard to manage stormwater so that we have a cleaner, healthier environment.
